Nor are those charges made a certain to stand up as the attention and the sensation 
sight lead one. to believe. H in not at .all simple to prove beyond reasonable doubt that 
the false claims to not resmbering wore in fact not remembered. Wq may be morally certain 
that this was perjury, but proving what was and was not in any man’s mind at any given 
tine is not easy, less so. in. tine of stress for hJj% and all these guys were .under the 
most real pressures on all questionings*

2 his is not to say it does not exist nor that tho itidiatnent should specify if it does* It 
ia to say a) that substantiation is not indicated and b) I did not immediately recall any. 

In such cases* the benefit of the doubt belongs to the accused. 

She number of repetitions of the same crime that could have been charged to those 
who were- chared and wore not included ia impressive as it is a radical departure fro® 
prosecutorial norm* which is to. load the inciictssnt so oom charges have better chances of 
sticking and the time of sentences is likely lengthened. With the poor and political this 
is the norm, Thus each of thtse charged with obstructing justice (iS 18 B.S.0. 1503 ) 
is merely four and each faces but a single charge on this count. Mitchell* Haldeman, 
Shrlichaan and Strachan.
